& The FAA National Plan of Integrated Airport Systems (NPIAS) identifies AlP-eligible? and 
justified airport improvements that are planned within the next 5 years. The FAA considers 
improvements included in the NPIAS in the Agency’s Airport Capital Improvement Plan 
process. 


& The Commonwealth contains 393 public-use airports, 283 of which are NPIAS airports 
eligible for AIP funding.

The only airports, or portions of airports, eligible for AIP funding are public use airportsincluded in the 
National Plan of Integrated Airport Systems (NPIAS) (www.faa.gov/airports/planning capacity/npias/) . An 
airport is defined in the law as any area of land or water used or intended for landing or takeoff of aircraft 
including appurtenant area used or intended for airport buildings, facilities, as well as rights of way together 
with the buildings and facilities. Special types of facilities such as seaplane bases and heliports are 
included in the airport categories listed below.
